Geneva, Dec. 29, ae Letters from che Sardinian 


Camp inform us, that his Majefty finding he had been 


mifinformed'as to the Force of the Spanith Army, and 
that it confifted of upwards of 24,000 Men, he found it 
neceflary to abandon Chambery, which he did on the 
27th, and that in the Evening the Van of the Spanith Ar- 
my entered the Place. 

Genoa, Dec. 15. We begin to be under great Concern 
on account of a new Revolt at Corfica, the rather, be- 
caufe the Rebels aét with greater Caution than formerly, 
atid have taken care to previde themfelves with vaft Ma- 
gazines. The Republick however has caken a Refolu- 
rion Of augmenting its Troops, and of endeavouring to 
reducethem by Force. A Spanifh Officer who went Poft 
lately thro’ this City to Naples, reports, that he carried 
the laft Orders for che March of the 14 Battallions and 10 
Squadrons, that were to go from that Kingdom to join 
the Army in Italy, which their Catholick Majefties are 
determined fhall be augmented to 70,000 Men by the Be- 
ginning of the Spring. 


An authentick Account of the Retreat of M Belle-1/le from 
Prague to Egra, in a Letter from a German Officer 
who accompanied him to M. Thoring at Franckfort. 


‘ Egra, Dec. 28. About the Middle of November his 
‘ Excellency caufed a ftriét Account to be taken, tho’ 
« with the utmoft Privacy, of the Provifions of all Sorts 
‘ which were in Prague; and finding that it was impofli- 
‘ble his Forces could ſubſiſt there above 10 Weeks, he 
‘ rook a Refolution ot attempting what he has fince per» 
‘form’d. It is true, that he once hinted something of 
‘the Kind to M. Broglio, byt at was nat. 
‘the contwary, be had H iven him that the Count 
« de Saxe fhou!d march into Bohemia and raife the Block- 
«ade in the Winter, When his Excellency had once ta- 
‘ken this Refolurion, be infinuated to the principal Ot- 
« ficers about him, that it would be no difficult Matrer to 
: fubfitt themfelves by furprizing fome of the Auftrian 
‘ Polts, where he was well inform’d they had great Ma- 
‘gazines of all Sorts. He likewife prevailed on them, 
‘on a Prefumption of Count Saxe's tavouring their Re- 
‘ treat, to part with their heavy Baggage; and thus he 
¢ fitred them for the Execution of his Delign, without 
« acquainting them with it. In the mean time Prince 
« Lobkowitz, who had very exaét Intelligence of all our 
‘ Motions, canton’d his Troops about Brandeifs, Beraun, 
« and Konigfal, in order to prevent our furprizing any of 
«his Magazines. This was peecifely what the Marfhal 
¢ defired, and having Intelligence that the Prince had p»ft 
« the Elbe, and that the River was fo incumber’d with Ice 
‘as to oblige him to withdraw his Bridges, our General 
‘thought the Time come which he had fo long cx- 
* pected. 

‘On the rsth in the Evening, after the Gates were 
‘fhut, he gave Orders to have every thing ready for a 
t March by the 17th, at One in the Morning. He then 
‘put in practice Two Stratagems; the one, to prevent 
‘ the Enemy’s immediate Intelligence ; and the other, to 
‘ dittraé&t their Councils when they fhould have certain 
‘ Advice of our March. With the former View, the 
« Gates were open’d in the Morning, and fome Squadrons 
‘ of Dragoons were detached to reconnoitre the Country, 
¢ as if a general Forage only was intended. To effect the 
¢ latter, he wrote to the French Minifter at Dretien, that 
© be was march’d with Part of his Forces, and that be bad 
‘ left the Count de Baviere with 6000 Men in the Place. 
‘ And to make the latter Account ftill the more probable,

‘caufed himfelf to be taken out of bis Coach, and car- 
‘ry’d in a Horfe-Litter where-ever he thought his Pre- 
é moft neceffiry. What griev’d us moft was, rhe 
*‘ Neceflity we were under to leave a great Number of 
‘ our Sick behind us in a miferable Condition, with no 
‘other Guard than a Trumpet ; who had Orders to be- 
* feech the Enemy, as foon as they fhould come up, to 
‘afford thefe wretched Men fome Relief, from a Prin- 
* ciple of Humanity. At lait we are arrived here , and 
* tho’ many have been Rarved with Cold, and about 400 
‘ killed in Skirmuthes during the March, yer I perfuade 
*myfelf, that the preferving of the reft will pafs tor a 
‘ kind of Miracle. We have juft now received Advice

LON D O N. 

On the laft of December N.S. between Seven and 
Eight in the Evening, died at Manheim, Charles-Philip, 
Eleétor Palatine, Duke of Juliers and Bergue, aged 8: 
Years, 1 Month, and 27 Days. This Prince was born 
Nov. 4, 1661. On July 24, 1688, he married the Prin- 
cefs Radzivil, Widow of the Margrave Lewis of Bran- 
denbourg, by whom he had the Princefs Elizabeth, who 
in 17417 married the Hereditary Prince of Sultzbach. In 
1701 the late Ele€tor married the Princefs Tereza Lubo- 
mirski, who died in 1716. The Demife of this Prince 
will in all Probability occafion a great Turn in the Af- 
fairs of Germany. 

According to the laft Advices from Paris, befides the 
late Augmentation of the Cavalry and 30,000 Militia, Or- 
ders are given out for raifing tour Independent Compa- 
panies of 1200 Men, and 20000 Swifs; fo that in the 
Whoie, the French Army will be increafed fince laft Year 
by 108,764 frefh Troops. 

M. de Msurepas and M. Orry have retufed to confer 
with the Cardinal Tencin as Prime Minifter; but as M. 
Bretuil Secretary at War, and all the other Minifters have 
made no {cruple of taking this Step, they mult {peedily 
lofe their Places, or learn to follow their Example. 

Private Letters from Nuremberg, dated Dec. 31. fay, 
that by Advices from Egra they were intorm’d Marfhal 
Bellifle was arrived there with 8700 Men, having loft 
between 2 and 3000 by Cold, Fatigue, and in Skirmithes, 
as well as a great Part of his Baggage, and all his Artil- 
lery, except tour {mall Pieces of Cannon. 

The States of Holland, before they feparated, ap- 
pointed Deputies to conter with the Towas of Dort and 
the Brill, in order to perfuade them to acquiefce in the 
Refolution lately taken im that Affembly, to affift the 
Queen of Hangary with 20,000 Men, and to enter on 
the Execution of other Engagements in favour of that 
Princeis. 

They write from Elfinore of the 22d of December, 
N.S. That his Excellency Geheime Radh Berkentine, 
went from thence the Day betore for Stockholm, in 
Character of Ambaflador Extraordinary from the Court 
of Denmark to that af Sweden. 

Yefterday Morning 20 Exprefs arrived at the Admi- 
raity, wth the News of the Arrival at che Ifland of 
Lundy in Briftol Chanacl, ot Admiral Vernon, in his 
Majeity’s Ship the Boyne, from Jamaica, She had ha- 
uty Weather for ſeveral Days, and not haviog an Obfer- 
fervation, by that means miſſed St. George’s Chemel.
